limits of reasonableness.” 
Two months ago, until the 
period ending on May 11, the 
funds of the BSU were frozen by 
the Board of Justice because 
funds were raised for defense of 
the Oak Park Four. These funds 
were deposited directly in the 
defense fund rather than placed in 
the ASSSC funds, thus violating a 
Statute 

This caused near disruption of 
organizational action by the BSU. 
Students’ academic needs were 
not met, and the dissemination of 
information to students and the 
community were at a near 
standstill. Johnson reported that 
irreparable damage resulted from 
the freezing, making it impossible 
to recuperate their losses. 

The Board of Fiscal Matters has 
refused to initiate litigations to 
retrieve the scholarship money 
given illegally last year to Steve 
Shitmore, ASSSC president. The 
reason was that legal action will 
be more costly than Anyway, he’s 
presently living in Wisconsin 
Charlie Chaplin will flicker for 
the Cultural Programs Film 
audience this year.

Have you ever wondered where 
your entrance examination scores 
are kept? Several cabinets located 
in Administration 267 contain the 
scores for all SSC students. This is 
the testing office. It supplies 
testing, research, and examination 
evaluation for Sacramento State 
and for many agencies in the 
community 

Melvin Angell, Testing Officer, 
spoke of the many purposes and 
services performed by the office 
Most important of its activities 
pertaining to students is the 
administration of National Tests. 
Two batteries of examinations, 
which are considered to be 
“national secure tests’. are the

ones given most often. These are 
the American College Test (ACT), 
which is given to high school 
seniors as 3 basis for helping to 
determine eligibility for college 
admission as freshmen and to 
prospective junior college 
transfers who are _ credential 
candidates, and the Graduate 
Record Examination (GRE), 
which is required for admission or 
advancement to candidacy in 
many fields of graduate study 
These are called ‘“‘secure”’ tests 
because their contents are secure 
both before and after the test 
The testing office receives the test 
materials from a national office 
and returns exactly the same 
materials; no one opens the test 
booklet but the person being 
tested. The office also gives 
standardized tests to graduate law 
and business students and 
credential candidates on snecified 
lest dates every year. information 
on examinations for admission to

agencies, such as the credentials 
office, may accept scores up to 
ten years old. 

Individual testing is done upon 
referral of the student by the 
counseling office. Tests in this 


category measure vocational 
medical and dental schools is_ interest, personality, self-concept, 
provided although only the Dental attitudes, values, intelligence, 
Aptitude Test is given onthe SSC aptitude and projections of the 
campus.

The over 100 thousand scores, 
especially those of the ACT 
retained by the testing office are 
kept on file “almost indefinitely” 
according to Angell. He states that 
all scores sent to SSC are filed 
“even though the student does 
not enroll.” Up until last year 
they were separated into two files 
active and inactive (comprised of 
scores over five years old.) This 
caused many problems finding 
scores so they were refiled into a 
common file. Retaining the scores 
indefinitely in a common file ts 
very helpful because some

Normative data are provided on 
the test results and upon request 
each item ts analyzed according to 
difficulty ana ability to 
discriminate between high and 
low scores.

The 
first is a distractor analysis which

each question. The second is a 
reliability estimate checking the 
internal consistency of the test as 
a whole. 

Research is provided tor the 
college by the ACT national 
office. Recently a report was 
completed tabulating data on 
members of the freshman class. 
The data included ACT scores, 
high school grades, proposed 
majors, feeder high schools, 
estimated family income, and high 
school size. The office has also 
provided research information on 
general education classes and 
released reports to feeder high 
schools. The testing office also 
aids graduate students by helping 
them design experiments and 
research data for their projects 
Three full-time workers are 
employed in the testing office 
besides Dr. Angell, who 
administrates the office. Mrs. 
Hazel Johnson is the college 
psychometrist who is responsible 
for directly administering the 
tests. A technician, also a part of 
the testing office, operates the 
scoring machines and carries out 
responsibilities associated with the 
research. The third worker is the 
office secretary. A_ part-time 
student assistant is also employed. 
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Port operations 


The key to supply networks in S.E. Asia 


Editors Note: In this the third of 
a four part series on South 
Vietnam, a former army reporter 
who spent 21 months in the war 
zone examines the port operations 
in the capital city of Saigon and 
adjacent ports.

Through the artery of a port, 


comes the pulsing flow of supplies 
to feed a one-half million man war 


machine. 
South Vietnam is divided in four 
tactical zones or corps. Within 


each zone are the port facilities, 
the air fields and the rivers that 
are the highways for supplies to 
move from the US. to the 
infantryman on location 
any where in Vietnam. 

Saigon a natural deep-water port, 
and the newly constructed port 
facilities at Newport service the 
III Corps Tactical Zone and 
provide &0 percent of the 
equipment and 60 percent of the 
manpower for allied drives into 
Southeast Asia. 

The port city of Saigon is 84 
miles to the north on the Long 
Tau shipping channel from the 
South China Sea. The meandering 
channel is deep enough to 
accomodate $00 to 600 foot long 
container snips, freighters, and 
troop ships. 

Since mosi troops arrive by air, 
supplies and equipment arrive via 
the ships that vie for space on the 
docks. 

Newport, located 8 miles 
upstream from Saigon, is a 
deep-water man-made port facility 
designed to take in all classes and 
types of ships, barges, and 
discharge operations. Newport 
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accounts for more tonnage in a 24 
hour pericd than does the 
crowded and congested Saigon 
port facility 
SHIP PROGRESS 

Ships entering the waters around 
Vietnam and carrying cargo for 
military consignees, are part of 


the Military Sea Transportation 
Service. A joint army-navy traffic 
management agency is responsible 
for the position and status of 
ships anywhere in Asia. From the 
guarded logistics room, the status 
of supplies, shipping, enemy 
attacks, casualties, and needs can 
be charted to account for any 
operation within the II] Corps 
Zone. 


The monitored progress of a ship 
delivering military cargo begins 
when the ship passes Cape St. 
Jacques on the Southeastern tip 
of Vietnam and enters the Long 
Tau shipping channel to Saigon or 
Newport. Through radio messages 
that trace the progress of the ship, 
it moves ahead to selected 
moorings to await docking space 
in the port. 

The channel movements are 
most dangerous for freighters. It is 
in this three day passage that ships 
are most vulnerable to rocket, 
mortar, and small arms fire from 


the flat rice paddies that lie 
adjacent to the river. 
When “open berth space” is 


available, the ships churn into the

Saigon harbor, and there at the 
northern most tip of the channel, 
turn around. The reason for the 
turnaround is one of security. 
Ships facing downstream can, if 
the enemy attacks the port, 
disengage from the piers, and 
make a run for it on the river. 

The turnaround is the most 
dangerous part of port operations 
because ships in that awkward 


position are without power, 

except for harbor tugs, and if 

sunk, in mid-turn would block the 

channel both upstream to 

Newport and out of Saigon

Since explosive and flammable 
cargo is not discharged in the city 
of Saigon, ammunition is 
discharged in midstream at a point 
12 miles downstream from 
Saigon, called Cat Lai. Fuel to 
feed the trucks and vehicles of an 
army is received at Nha Be, where 
fuel Jettys and barges laden with 
highly inflammable aviation gas, 
and lubricants, are piped into 


underground storage farms set on 
the coast 

With the initial phase of docking 
completed, the ships begin cargo 
discharge operations. Because the 
war continues 24 hours a day, the 
cargo discharge operations 
continue round-the-clock. Slings 
of clothing, canned goods, parts, 
medical supplies, fresh fruits, 
meats, vegetables, from freighters 
and floating refrigerated ships, 
lischarge round the clock. 
Damage to the ships, either in 
the form of enemy attacks, or 
jebris near the ports causes delays 
to ships in the ports. Many of the 
ships coming up the Long Tau 
channel, report ‘‘taking on 
water.” For some of the WWII 
ships, Saigon is a haven, for they 
can be pumped out, sealed, and 
discharge cargo at the same time. 
Backloading operations include 
loading damaged or obsolete 
equipment, ravaged by the 120 
degree plus temperatures, the 
choking dust and sand that is part 
of the war, or the rust and 
corrosion that destroys tires in 
8-10 months regardless of actual 
road wear. Mud too, is a factor 
when the monsoon season drops 
one to three inches of rain, every 
day for two hours on the land, 
and turns the hard-packed red 
dust-covered roads into a sea of 


cozing, clinging mud that is 


without mercy. 


NEWPORT 


The congestion and danger of 
attack that ships encounter in 
Saigon is not as heavy at Newport. 
Saigon, designed to service the 
inner-coastal freighters, and a 
peace-time economy, easily sees 
more discharge operations in three 
military berths than takes place 
on the six berths slated for 
commercial shipping 


Facilities to discharge 
containerized cargo, and tractor 
trailers transferred to flat-bed 
trucks in Asia, are available at 
Newport plus the discharge of 
containers called conexes, the 
metal corrugated 10 foot square 
boxes used to ship high risk and 
high pilferage cargo. 


Newport has facilities to 
discharge fragile cargo, conex, 
staging areas, truck loading and 
discharge areas, covered 
warehouses, slips for LSTs, and 
LCMs, the smaller front-loading 
river draft from WWII, which are 
useful in river supply missions 
Roads in Vietnam are either 
impassible or the ambush 
potential is so high, that 
waterborne traffic is more secure.

Recently an editorial appeared in an issue of NCAA News, tthe official 
publication for the National Collegiate Athletic Association, urgingthat 
any attempts to ban cable television, closed-circuit or pay television 
should be contested 

The editorial cited that, contrary to the idea that people have the right 
to see sports on free TV, the only persons with the “right” to see a 
sports event are those who purchase a ticket 

Rationale for the NCAA is that should the government enact laws 
which force utilization of a specific means of communication (free TV), 
that would border on thought control. The editorial went on to say the 
managers of sporting events should take bids from all media and then 
select the one best suited for that particular event. 

Yet it seems as if maybe the NCAA’s argument is hiding behind a 
vested interest of its own 

Because the NCAA sponsors such attractive sporting events as the 
university basketball championships, track charnpionships, football 
bow! games, and just about any other university and college division 
championships, it would be most advantageous for the NCAA to take 


bids from closed circuit as well as free TV for the right to broadcast 
each of these events. Whereas now the NCAA receives a handsome 
amount of money from commercial-free television for the right to 


broadcast the aforementioned sporting events, I think the NCAA sees a 
similar situation as the Ali-Frazier fight taking place with say, the 
NCAA basketball championships or maybe one of the top bowl games

Although the carillon has a range 
of only two octaves, many songs 
can be played. Besides the carols, 
the college owns several rolls of 
sacred and popular music. These 
rolls contain such songs as 
“Summertime “Oklahoma”, 
“Auld Lang Syne”, “A Mighty 
Fortress is Our God”, and “By the 
Light of the Silvery Moon.”’ One 


complete roll is devoted to 
patriotic music including “The 
Star-Spangled Banner’’ and 


“America.” 

There is yet a third way in which 
the carillon can be used. It is 
equipped with a keyboard and can 


be operated manually. The 
keyboard spans the 25 note 
chromatic scale from G below

middle C to the G two octaves 
above. SSC has never used this 
aspect of the carillon but expects 
to make use of it for some special 
occasion in the future. 


The amplified notes of the 
chimes are broadcast from four 
speakers on the roof of the 
library. The richness and depth of 
their tone are audible not only on 
the campus but in the surrounding 
community as well. H.-J. 
McCormack, Dean of the Summer 
Session and major backer of this 
project, states that he has received 
‘“*numerous complimentary 
remarks, notes, and letters” from 
businesses and organizations 
located around the college 


SSC’s carillon was acquired in 
March, 1965 and paid for by the 
summer session Student Activity 
Fund. This fund had accumulated 
over the years until students 
decided it was sizable enough to 
undertake a project. Campus 
Planning had already approved the 
purchase of a carillon providing 
the money was available. 
Officially the carillon is of the 
“Coronation” style and the clock 
chime is the “Westminster Hour 
Strike.” The whole mechanism 
cost just over $6,000. Dean 
McCormack says, “I was very 
enthusiastic about this project. I 
felt it would add something for 
students and for the rest of us.” 
He noted that, as the campus 
expands, the carillon might be 
moved to the music building or to 
a more central location

A number of national magazines, 
among them ‘Atlantic’ and the 
‘Journal’ of the American 
Association of Univeristy Women, 
have recently published entire 
editions dealing with the 
revolution in women’s rights.” 
The speaker is Miss Leah 
Freeman, assistant reference 
librarian in the social science and 
business administration reference 
room at SSC. Miss Freeman is the 
compiler of a new selected 
bibliography on women’s rights 


and liberation which she has 
titled, “The Changing Role of 
Women.” 


The publication, which was more 
than six months in preparation, 
has already gone through a one 
thousand-copy printing. There isa 
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waiting list for a second printing 
of five hundred which

Actually, it’s not hard to 
understand why the explosion in 
printed materials about women’s 
rights and liberations has. come 
about.’’ Miss Freeman. said 
“Many women inthe world today 
who dissatisfied with the 
traditional roles to which society 
has limited them.

The idea for a _ bibliography 
dealing with women’s rights and 
liberation paralleled the 
development of three academic 
courses offered by SSC during the 
past year. The establishment of 
these courses was spearheaded by 


Jocal women’s liberationists. The 
courses include a social work 
course called “Women in the 


Law,”’ which was taught by Robin 
Yeamans, attorney with eh 
Sacramento Legal Aid Society 
staff. During the fall semester, 
1970, Professor Joan Wilson, 
history and Kirsten (Steinmo) 
Amundsen, government, offered a 


highly popular course on 
‘‘Liberation of the American 
Woman,” which drew literally 


thousands of class members and 
visitors. The course featured a 
number f addresses by 
prominent women liberationists 
including author Betty Friedan 
and Eileen Hernandez, president 
of the National Organization of 
Women. 

At the same time a course on 
women’s liberation was being 
offered by Professor Frank 
Dartnell of the SSC _ sociology 
department 

Under encouragement 
Professor Wilhelm and from 
associates in the library 
Freeman embarked upon a project 
of compiling her bibliography. As 
she explored tine field, she also 
suggested usefull additions to the 
collection of books and materials 
in the SSC library dealing with 
women’s rights and liberation 
“There is no section in 
subject card catalog which refers 
to women’s liberation 
Miss Freeman said. “The subject 1s 
too new and has not accumulated 
enough literary references, at least 
” she said with a twinkling

‘Women are listed as authors 
and criminals and poets and camp 
followers as well as actors and 
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alcoholics and police officers,” 
Miss Freeman demonstrates in her 
bibliography. 

It its final form the bibliography 
contains a list of 338 books 
relating to women which are 
contained in the SSC library. She 
also referenced the eight 
magazines which refer to women’s 
liberation and discovered six 
major journals which had devoted 
a complete special issue to 
women’s rights. Miss Freeman 
included a list of four pamphlets 
dealing with the general subject of 
women and an additional thirteen 
pamphlets dealing with the 
women’s liberation front. 

Miss Freeman is a graduate of 
the Univeristy of Connecticut, 
where she received a baccalaureate 
degree in English with a history 
minor. She holds a Master of 
Library Science degree from 
Columbia University. She joined 
the faculty at SSC in the fall of 
1966 after working for a number 
of years as a reader’s advisor for 
education in the sociology 
reference room in the Washington, 
D.C., Public Library. 

“I do not, myself, belong to any 
of the organizations devoted to 
women’s liberation,’’ Miss 
Freeman said, ‘“‘but I have 
watched their growth here in the 
Sacramento area. Not only have 
local chapters of the national 
organizations been established, 
but there has been a great deal of 
interest among neighborhood 
groups. I know of one women’s 
liberation meeting and study 
center which is located in a 
private building on State Avenue 
in River Park. There is also a 
library of women’s liberation 
materials maintained by a 
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graduate teaching assistant in the 
English building at SSC. Women’s 
liberation is an idea which has 
captured the imagination of many 
women and the interest in it will 
spread, I’m convinced, in the days 
and years ahead.” 

Perhaps Miss Freeman’s 
bibliography, “The Changing Role 
of Women” will help.

Spring came to Copenhagen iast 
week with the blossoming of 
several pornography shops on the 
main streets. What has been 
dormant in the back alleys has 
now responded to the anticipated 
warmth of tourist interests 
“Freedom” of various kinds may 
be the slogan, but basically such 
sales help reduce the Danish 
balance of payments deficit. How 
unsexy 

To camp on the “porno” 
subject-and nothing is more camp 
more quickly-might make college 
officials wonder what I’ve been 
doing on my sabbatical. 
Sacramentans worried about the 
“moral bankruptcy”’ of the Danes 
might be pleased to know that a 
Christian People’s Party has 
recently been formed and will run 
candidates in this year’s 
parliamentary election pledged to 
put tighter restrictions on smut, 
combat drug usage more diligently 
and do away with the income tax. 
Such pepple make me feel right at 
home again. 

During this unusually 
winter, Denmark has been the 
most stable of the four main 
Scandinavian countries. Finland 
had one of its periodic changes of 
government while Norway 
endured a more’ wrenching 
political shift. Sweden has 
suffered a strike by civil servants 
and teachers that, among other 
things, worsened the relations 
between the social and economic 
classes. Denmark, as so often, got 
more worked up about the sins of 
others, hence the biggest domestic 
uproar here was the 
demonstration against the World

Bank last September. Otherwise, 
unrest has been notable in the 
festering problem of the 
universities which have all the 
difficulties and more that we 
enjoy in California in’ the 
continuing worry about joining 
the Common Market, and in the 


competition among sun-hungry 
Danes to get inexpensive charter 
vacations in the Mediterranean 
Meanwhile, the average citizen 
has been enjoying the delights of

Student role 


Student demand for a 
participatory role in university 
governance led to a national law 
in 1970 which required a kind of 
“instant democracy” throughout 
the system. The fallout from that 
has led this year to votes and 
counter-votes, boycotts and 
intra-faculty fights, and = an 
occasional march on the Ministry 
of Education. At present there is a 
kind of tense stalemate. One of 
the interesting sidelights in this 
struggle is the position of the 
Rector Magnificus of the 
University of Copenhagen who is 


an old-line member of the 
Communist Party, although not 
particularly active in it in recent 


years. His ideological sympathies 


have often been with many of the 
student protesters but his

The management of affluence 
has been the main theme in 
Danish politics for several years. 
From being largely a have-little 
nation during the 1950's, 
Denmark is now comparatively 
wealthy despite its dependence on 
importing virtually all industrial 
raw materials and many high-cost 
industrial goods Export of 
finished industrial components 
now exceeds agricultural exports 
as a source of Danish foreign 
income, yet the balance of 
payments deficit is still about | 
billion dollars annually. Inflation 
has caused a 50 per cent price rise 
since 1962 and wages have 
doubled since 1960. In general, I 
have found the cost of daily living 
in Copenhagen is much like that 
in Sacramento For Danes, 
continually irritating features of 
the day include an average 15 
month wait to get a new 
telephone installed, a delay of 
months or even years to qualify 
for a new or larger apartment, and 
a umiversal dissatisfaction with 
work by plumbers, carpenters, 
painters, etc. provided they are 
willing to respond to a call in the 
first place. Unemployment is now 
about 3 per cent nationally, but 


double that or more for some 
occupations such as bricklayers 
and gardeners A major 


shipbuilding business has survived 
only through temporary injections 
of public money and may yet 
dump thousands into joblessness 
Several years ago, the need for 
unskilled and semi-skilled labor 
led to the importation of over 
12,000 “guest workers”, the 
largest contingent from Turkey 
Despite a continued need for such 


labor when the economy 
softened last vear, a moratorium 
Was put on Inging in new 
foreign workers in rder t 
protect jobs for Dan but that 
wasn t the only problem 

As the numbers of new and 
often exotic workers grew, the 
Danes discovered that they were 
not immune to “racism”. The 
Turks Y ugolsavs ete often 
became victims of high rents, 
miserable living conditions, and 
factory and sociai discrimination. 


At best one senses only a kind of 
toierance, not a real acceptance 
There are a few more poignant 
sights in Copenhagen that the

Cutting into the 
establishment 


The Reservists’ Committee to Stop the War is beginning really to 
show itself as an effective force within the G.I. Anti-War movement 

Saturday, April 24, the Reservists and Veterans for Peace led the 
March on San Francisco, which, with the exception of a few mindless 
individuals who took over the speakers stand, was a dynamic statement 
to our warring imperialistic bureaucrats 

Perhaps the Reservists’ greatest accomplishment to date was their 
success in court, barring congressmen from the Reserves. Article |, 
Section 6, Clause 2 of the U.S. Constitution, says 

“No Senator of representative shall, during the time for which he was 
elected, be appointed to any civil office under the authority of the 
United States, which shall have been created of the emoluments 
whereof shall have been increased during such time; and no such person 
holding any office under the United States, shall be a member of either 
House during his continuance in office.” 

Despite this clause of the Constitution, at least 117 of our 
congressmen hold commissions in military reserve units of the Army, 
Navy, Air Force and Marines. Most of these individuals are hawks, i.e 
major generals Barry Goldwater and Strom Thurmond 

Ruling on April 2, United States District Court Judge Gerhart A 
Gesell, declared it is unconstitutional for members of Congress to hold 
commissions in military reserve units. He held that a commission in the 
military reserves amounted to a civil office of the United States. (He 
referred to the Federalist Papers and to the proceedings of the 
Constitutional Convention in 1789, when it spent several! hours arguing 
whether military officers should be able to sit in Congress. They 
decided no, and their intentions will finally be honored.) He noted that 
this was the first time the meaning and effect of this Constitutional 
provision had ever been determined by a court 

It’s probably not well Known that in the 9Ist Congress, reserve 
officers constituted more than half of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee, one third of the House Armed Services Committee, and 
two thirds of the House Veterans Subcommittee on Compensation and 
Pensions (‘‘Let’s vote ourselves a raise.’’) 

“Given the enormous involvement of Congress in matters affecting 
the military, the potential conflict between an office in the military and 
an office in Congress is not inconsequential,” Judge Gesell said 

The Judge, however, decided not to bring an injuction ordering 
Senators and Representatives to resign their commissions, as the ruling 
is expected to be appealed by the Defense Department 

If the appeal court upholds the verdict, and the Congressmen don’t 
swiftly resign from the military voluntarily, the Reservists’ Committee 
to Stop the War will ask for an injunction to force them out. “Good 
night, Barry.” “Good night, Strom.” This will, beyond a doubt, weaken 
the extraordinary political power of the Reserve lobby which pours
